MLD. HOPES FOR ASSESSMENT DROP’ 


Meeting on Tuesday with represent- 
atives from the Board of Assessment 
Commission from Edmonton the Coun- 
cil of M.D. Bow Valley were well re- 
ceived in their appeal for a reduet- 
ion in the equalized assessment. Pres- 
ent from Edmonton were Messrs 
Blackstock and Massey from the 
Board of Public Utilities, Forbes and 
Laidlaw from the Board of Assessment 
and Swann from the Department of 
Municipal Affairs. 

The appeal is the culmination of a 
dissatisfaction for some time with the 
equalized assessment spread over this 
and adjacent areas, insofarasitapplies 
to school taxes, since the school areas 
are not contiguous with the Municipal- 
ity areas, 

The Council 


asked for a reduction 


of 10% in the assessment, and showed 
grounds on which their appeal was 
based. While such a reduction would 
not lower the taxes for municipal pur- 
poses, it would drop the levy for 
school purposes by an estimated $7,500 
per year. 

While no ruling will be given for 
about two weeks, the Council was 
complimented on its presentation of 
its case, and told that they had the 
best case for appeal so far heard. On 
this basis, the Council is hopeful that 
the reduction will be granted, They 
made it clear, also, to the committee, 
that they felt their request for 100% 
was a fair figure. that they were 
not asking 10% in the hope of receiv- 
ing 5% reduction. As one councillor 
stated, “This is not a horsetrading 
deal,”
